Council Orders Bag 


Plant Removal 


At the meeting of the City Coun- 
cil held Tuesday evening the Pen-j 


insula Bag Company’s plant at the 
corner of Middle avenue and Arbor 
road was declared a nuisance, and 
City Attorney Pames T. O’Keefe Jr., 
was ordered to start court proceed- 
ings to compel Eli and Sarah En- 
ton, who own the plant to cease all 
operations and to remove the build- 
ing from this residential district. 

This decisio nwas reached after 
the city fathers had sat, two weeks 
ago, in session for some three hours 
taking testimony in the case. 

Mr. Enton was advised by the city 
attorney that by stipulation he 
would be given three months in 
which to shut down the factory, but 
that in the mean time an action 
would be filed against him in the 
courts to avoid further delay. 

March 29 was set as the time fo1 
the public hearing on the applica- 
tion of John Fracchia for the re- 
zoning of his property at the south- 
east corner of University Drive and 
Cruz avenue. The planning 
commission has approved of Mr. 
Fracchia’s request. 

The Ramblers Club, through H. 
C. Stewart, asked permission of the 
council to raise the roof on the Blue 
Moon Dance hall 14 feet and other- 
Wise remodel the building for use 
as @ gymnasium. It was stated that 
the club intended to install wrestl- 
ing and boxing rings, showers and 
a basketball court. Mayor James E 
Cooper stated that the application 
would receive the favorable attent- 
ion of the board. 

A representative of the Western 
Advertising Company, seeking a site 
for @ bill board sign within the 
city, was told that the Council was 
in favor of doing away with all of 
these signs, rather 
ones to be put in. 

Councilman Carroll stated that 
careless bicycle riders were a big 
traffic hazard and asked for and 
was granted permission to negotiate 
with authorities from Atherton and 
Palo Alto with a view to controlling 
the situation.

ments or enlargement wntil the 
mater of a unit of the High School 
DWistrict in the southern end of 
the county had been considered.

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Meet Your Son Safety Plea Cites 


There’s no denying, a left-hand- 
ed person is at an uncomfortable, 
unhappy disadvantage n a right- 
handed world. 

But when solicitius, though mis- 
guided parents try to force a nat- 
urally left-handed youngster to 
use only his right hand, the child 
is only increasingly handicapped 
awkwardness and incoordination. 
‘A better course is to let the boy 
alone until he is fourteen at least, 
for too early forcing of a change 
is dangerous, even. 

With virtually all youthful 
faults, the process of breaking 
them down must begin at their 
very incipience. But left-handed- 
ness does not come in that cate- 
gory. It is no mere accident nor 


acquired habit on the part of the , 


child. It is directed, rather, by his 
nervous system, and controlled by 
his brain. If the right lobe of his 
brain starts first to control the 
nervous system, the youngster is 
left handed. If the revere is true 
he is right-handed. 

Erroneously considering left- 
handedness a “habit” and trying 
to force a complete change while 
the boy is still in babyhood and 
unaccustomed to conscious pur- 
poseful thinking will set the two 
‘brain lobes in conflict, frequently 
in a far unhappier result than 
simple left-handedness. He be- 
comes awkward, unhandy in ath- 
letics and with tools. His lack of 
coordination may increase until 
he is seriously handicapped for 
life. And even though the change 
over proves \successful, the lad 
may acquire an unfortunate im- 
pediment in speech; he may stut- 
ter. 

Rather than enforcing rigid use 
of the right hand, it is safer, wis- 
er course occasionally to suggest 
that he experiment with the use 
of both hands equally well. It is 
possible he may develop ambidex- 
trous abiity, and perhaps even 
switch to right-handedness as he 
grows older. It will be, however, 
exactly as difficult for him to use 
his right hand as for a normally 
right-handed person to make the 
opposite switch. 

Actually, it’s easier in most 
cases to live, left-handed, in a 
right-handed world than to suf- 
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Intersection Rules 


Have your car under careful 
control at every intersection. 

Citing the fact that a large 
number of traffic accidents occur 
at intersections, Percy E. Towne, 
chairman of the Public Safety 
Committee of the California State 
Automobile Association, in a 
statement today emphasised the 
need for added caution when ap- 
proaching or riving through such 
points. 

“Many collisions between auto- 
mobiles take place at intersect- 
ions, particularly within cities, 
because one or both of the drivers 
involved failed to obey certain 
,; regulations,” Towne said. “Many 
‘accidents to pedestrians also oc- 
cur at intersections. 


“Speed limits and right of way 
rules at intersections are clearly 
defined in the California Vehicle 
general, the speed limit 
ie fifteen miles per hour at inter- 
|s etions where the driver’s view 
,oi the crossing or of approaching 
;traffie is obstructed. The 1935 
‘Legislature made certain changes 
in this formerly uniform fifteen- 
‘mile limit. The changes apply to 
' intersection on through highways 
ior which are traffic controlled, as 
follows:

During the past few weeks Amer- 
icans have watched with a sense of 
apprehension the ominous shadow of 
despotism lengthening across the 
map of Europe. 

To many students of government, 
however, neither the latest coup nor 
its predecessors came as @ SUIDpTiSe. 
It was the inevitable outcome of a 
willingness to let group hatreds and 
group ambitions overwhelm and sup- 
plant the spirit of free and con- 
structive patriotism. 

In the case of virtually every na- 
tion that has accepted the dictator’s 
yoke, such students can recall a pre- 
ceding period of internal strife, of 
warring blocs and pressure groups, 
each intent in gaining for its adher- 
ents special advantages at the ex- 
pense of the people, or the nation, 
as a whole. 

Out of the turmoil caused by the 
multiplication of such blocs, and the 
accompanying encouragement of ha- 
treds among the people themselves, 
has emerged the man or the group 
that seized all power. 

Sometimes the turmoil was stilled 
—at the cost of all individual lib- 
erty. Sometimes it developed, in- 
stead, into tragic civil wars. Daily 
the headlines from abroad repeat 
the story. 

In all this there is an obvious 
lesson for America. 

Here is a country that in a cen- 
tury and a half of national existence 
achieved a growth in territory, in 
population, in resources, in toler- 
ance, and in influence unsurpassed 
throughout history. Here is a na- 
tion that through concerted efforts 
of ail its people established a stand- 
ard of living unequalled elsewhere 
on earth. 

This advance was not achieved 
through the process of class warring 
against class, of group crowding out 
group. It was achieved through 
methods—sometimes interrupted—of 
progressive cooperation. 

Here is something for the preach- 
ers of dissention to ponder as they 
scatter the sceds of tyranny. Here 
is something for the American peo- 
ple to remember when they are 
asked to relinquish a pclicy of co- 
operation for one of class hatreds 
and domination by political pressure 
groups. 

To such demands, whatever their 
source, there is one conclusive reply. 
It runs: 

“See what has sprung from such 
seeds abroad.”
